DIPLOMATS FLEE 
PLAGUE IN CHINA 


U. 8, Minister Calhoun Stands 


ace Drives Many Others 
from Peking. 


HIS SECRETARY LEAVES. 


Railway Treffie in Northern Part| 
of Empire Is Almost Wholly 
Abandoned Owing to- 

the Scourge. j 


PEKING, Jan. 26—The prevalence of the 
plague has forced the practical suspension of 
rallway traffic in North China, excepting 
from Tien Tein to Peking and between this 
city and Hankow. 

Today there were 160 deaths at Harbin 
and yesterday sixty at Mukden. 

A special train bring a dosen trans- 
Siberian passengers now quarantined. at 
Shan-Hal-Kwan, which will end the service 
on the Chinese line above Tien Tsin for the 
present. The Japanese road» are conveying 
no Chinese, and only medically certified for- 


Service on the German line from Tien Tsin 
to Pukow has been suspended and the pros- 
pect that further suspensions will be an- 
nounced is causing many foreigners in 
Peking to arrange for a hasty depatture from 
the city. 

Those leaving include Louls Einstein, sec-. 
retary of the American legation, and other 
diplomats and their wives. 

In deciding to leave the capital Austro- 
Hungarian Minister Von Kucsynski has sur- 
rendered the deanshipot the diplomatic corps 
to Gir J. N. Jordan, the British minister. 


' “'Pegations Ready for Siege. 

A modified plan for the general quarantine 
of the Jegation quarter has been agreed upon 
and will become effective when conditions 
require it. All the legations have taken in 
a three the’ supply of rations and fuel. 
Mest of the westerners, including mission- 
aries, are sending heme their pupils from 
the country, but otherwise are continuing 
their duties. 

Americen Minister W. J. Calhoun offered 
the missionaries a refuge at the American 
legation, but beth the American and the Brit- 
iah workers, who did not wish to have their 
activities limited, declined. Mr. Calhounand 
Mrs. Calhoun, who are Chicago people, have 
received cablegrams from relatives in the 
United States urging them to leave, but Mr. 
Calhoun intends to remain, realising 
while the disease is deadly, it is cont

anxiety of women here whose husbands have 
ohe to the front. A Chinese physician ie 
convalescent, his recovery being the only 
one in 100 cases. The special equipment of 
the doctors is generally proving a safeguard. 
They wear gloves, bind the néck, ankles, 
and wriste and cover their heads and faces, 
breathing through a lint aireleve saturated 
with e solution of carbolic acid. \ 

Reporte from Harbin say the Chinese au- 
therities have given to the medical men per. 
mission to burn three sections of the Chi- 
nese city. More troops are being sent to 
make the cordon about the affected districts 
more efficient. ~ 

Apart from physicians connected with the 
legations in Peking, and a few Japanese doc- 
tors, most of the western trained medical 
men in the region of the plague are connected 
with the various foreign miasions of North 
America and Hurope. 


France Sends Out Experts. 
PARIS, Jan. 26.—Dr. Yersin, who discov- 
ered the microbe of the Chinese plague, and 
Dr. Broquet, formerly assistant director of 
the Pasteur institute at Saigon, both of 
whom are now is Paris, have been hastily 
ordered to China to fight the pest on behair 

of France. 


CHICAGO WOMAN TELIS OF VisrT. 
Miss Harriet Monroe, sister bt Mrs, W. J 
Calhoun, wife of the Americén minister to 
China, said last evening that she had re- 
cetved no word from Peking regarding the 

outbreak of the plague. 

Mise Monroe returned recently from a trip 
around the world. She visited Minister and 
Mre. Calhoun at the American legation in 
Peking and left there on Nov. 29. 

“ While I wae in China I heard of a sight 
outbreak of plague in the south,“ sald Miss 
Monroe. No one paid any attention to it, 
however, as it was considered of slight im- 
portance and too far south to be dangerous 
to the population in the north, where Peking 
ia located.

Upon. the training of children depends the 
success of the drama of the future, according 
to Prof. George P. Baker of Harvard, who 
spoke to the Twentieth Century club last night 
at the residence of Edwin L. Lobdell, 2716 
Prairie avenue. 

The audiences of today are not what they 
should be, says. Prof. Baker, and the attitude 

f the children of the present when they grow 

older will determine whether the future dram- 
rive # will work merely for the increase of 
their bank accounts, or will attempt some- 
thing really good. 

“Out of the hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple who pass through the doors of our thea- 
ters each week, 5 per cent are children,” he 
said. An audience of children usually is «a 
eritical body, with critical dramatic standards. 

“TI am amased at the number of young peo- 
ple in the theaters and I am almost alarmed 
at the theater mania in children. The play- 
house often is a school of misapplied ethics, 
and what these youngsters see is of great 
consequence.

Prof. Baker urged that the children be 
taught concerning the drama in their homes 
and schools in the same spirit that they are 
regarding sculpture, painti and music. He 
said that every child ought to see several 
good plays a year for comparison. 

He urged also that the children of the Slums

field. He has no seat in the house of lords,
